He  acted  like  he  was  stunned  and  shocked  end  we  went  on 
hone.  That  was  the  first  time  Z ever  saw  tears  In  his  eyes.  I got  out  of  bed  Sat- 
urday morning  add  woks  Jack  up  about  10  <00  or  10 <30  AM.
